The Eagle has interviewed quite a 
number of farmers within the last 
month on truck growing, and we find 
a great many who answer that they 
will not go into it unless a cannery 
is started at Bryan. 
Mr. J. W . Massey of Reliance, 
seen yesterday, expressed about the 
prevailing opinion on the subject 
of those farmers who are not in the 
truck growers’ 
association. 
Mr. 
Massey says that he can grow the 
stuff without a bit of doubt in the 
world, that his land is suitable for it

it in case shipping does not pay. 
He 
says he will plant and grow truck if 
a cannery is put in operation at 
Bryan. 
The Eagle does not agree with the 
idea that the truck business w ill not 
pay, better than cotton, without a 
cannery. 
We believe that, even 
without a cannery, if the farmers 
would study the raising arid m arket­ 
ing of good produce, they 
would 
make good money out Of it. 
The 
secretary of the Brazos County Truck 
Growers’ association is just now in 
receipt of information from reliable 
sources that early sugar corn, for in­ 
stance, sold in the Chicago markets 
last June, from the 1st to the 13th, at 
$1.25 per third bushel box, and the 
market was never supplied. 
This 
corn cannot be grown very success­ 
fully much south of Bryan, benet we 
can get into market about as early 
with this product as any country 
that can raise it. $3.75 per bushel for 
corn ought certainly to be enough to 
satisfy any ordinary farmer. 
Of 
course, the cost of transportation 
would come out of tiffs, but, taking 
that out, enough would be left to 
make an acre of sugar corn pay about 
as much as ten acres of cotton, and 
there is no risk in it, for if there 
should be a poor market, it is as tine 
stock feed as can be grown. 
Snap 
beans—so tile secretary, Mr. Sim p­ 
son, finds—eau be sold at a fine profit, 
and there are plenty of other crops 
that would pay well enough. 
Yet there w ill be great difficulty in 
getting sufficient acreage iii truck 
crops to give a lair test of the busi­ 
ness without a cannery to back up 
tile plan of selling iii foreign mar­ 
kets. 
W ith a cannery, many men 
will plant truck crops who would not 
without it. So let us have a cannery. 
Tile subject w ill be up before the 
Business league for final settlem ent 
on Tuesday night, February ll, and 
it must be settled at once, one way 
or the other. 
Experts will be on 
hand to thoroughly elucidate the 
subject. 
If a cannery is to be put in 
operation this year, it must be gotten 
up at once. That it will pay, is only 
a question of intelligent m anage­ 
ment. 
Let us have the cannery.

al escape of the .Biddies from the pen­ 
itentiary, aided by Mrs. Soffel, the Wife 
of the Jail warden, on T hursday m o rn ­ 
ing. 
The story of the close of the Biddle 
tragedy is thrilling. 
The scene was 
a snow-covered road two miles east of 
Prospect, Butler county, and the exact 
place was a t McClure’s barn, where 
two double team sleighs filled with 
eight officers, three of them Pittsburg 
detectives, overtook 
the Biddles In a 
one-horse sleigh, stolen at Perrysville. 
Mrs. Sorters wound was through the 
breast. 
E dw ard Biddie was shot in the left 
arm and in the breast and in one leg 
Jo h n Biddle was riddled with buck­ 
p o t in th e breast and head. 
The Biddles and Mrs. Soffel ate din­ 
ner at J. J. Stevens’ at Mount C hest­ 
nut, five miles east bf Butler. 
They 
had made a detour of two tow ns of 
B utler and after going several miles 
east, turned north and then west. The 
P ittsb u rg officers, only a few miles 
in the rear, took the w rong road for 
about eight miles but when they found 
their m istake, they m ade up for lost 
time by telephoning and telegraphing I 
ahead for fresh horses.

The two sleighs with the eight offi-!

m et the Biddles and Mrs. Soffel at Mc-J 
Clure's barn, two miles, from Mount j 
Prospect, th e Biddles having learned I 
th a t they were alm ost overtaken and 
taking w hat they considered the only 
chance they had driven eastw ard and 
m et their doom. 
W hen the 
detectives 
and officers 
cam e within 60 yards of the fugitives 
th ey 
opened 
fire 
with W inchesters 
T h e 
Biddles prom ptly answ ered with 
shotguns. 
Mrs. Soffel, too, stood up In 
the sleigh with 
a revolver 
in each 
hand and blazed aw ay at her pursuers 
W hen E dw ard Biddie fell, and she saw 
she was about to be captured she fired 
a bullet into her breast. 
An exam ina­ 
tion by physicians show s th a t she will 
recover, as the bullet was deflected by 
her corset, and the wound is co m p ara­ 
tively slight. 
Edw ard Biddle got a bullet in the 
right 
b reast 
which penetrated the 
lung, and which will probably end his 
life. 
John Biddle m ay recover, his wounds 
though num erous, failing to reach a 
vital spot. 
The escape of the officers is m irac­ 
ulous.

die in jail, dying, John Biddle riddled 
with bullets ^nd buckshot and in a 
precarious condition, and Mrs. Peter 
K. S o ff(■ I lying in the hospital with a 
self-inflicted 
bullet 
wound 
in 
the 
breast, is the sequel of the se n sa tio n ­ 
al escape of the Biddies from the pen ­ 
itentiary. aided by Mrs. Soffel, the Wife 
of the jail warden, on Thursday m orn­ 
ing. 
T h e story of the close of tile Biddie 
tragedy is thrilling. 
The scene was 
a snow ( overed road two m iles ea st of 
Prospect, Butler county, and the exact 
place was at McClure’s barn, where 
two double team sleig h s filled with 
eigh t officers, three of them Pittsburg 
detectives, ov ertook 
the B iddles in a 


one-horse sleigh, stolen at Perrysville. 
M"s. Soffel s wound was through the 
breast. 


Edward Biddle w as shot in the left 
arm and in the breast and in one leg. 
John Biddle w as riddled w ith buck­ 
sh ot in the breast and head. 
T h e Biddles and Mrs. Soffel ate din ­ 
ner at J. J. S te v en s’ at Mount C h est­ 
nut, live m iles ea st of Butter. 
They 
had m ade a detour o f tw o to w n s of 
Butler and after going several m iles 
east, turned north and then west. The 
P ittsburg officers, only a few 
m iles 
in the rear, took the w rong road for 
about eigh t m iles but when they found 
their m istake, th ey m ade up for lost 
tim e by telep h o n in g and telegraphing 
ahead for fresh horses. 
They reached 
Mount C hestnut not less than half an 
hour after the B iddles and Mrs. Scof- 
fel. 
At this point they secured fresh 
horses. 


The tw o sleig h s w ith the eigh t offi­ 
cers 
aboard, 
started 
w estward 
and 
m et the Biddles and Mrs. Soffel at Me 
Clure’s barn, tw o m ile sv from Mount 
Prospect, th e Biddles havin g learned 
that they w ere alm ost overtaken and 
tak in g what they considered the only 
chance they had driven eastward and 
m et their doom. 
W h en the 
d etectiv e s 
and officers i 
ca m e within 60 yards of the f u g it iv e s ! 
th e y 
opened 
fire 
with W in ch esters ■ 
T h e 
Biddles prom ptly answ ered with 
shotgu n s. 
Mrs. Soffel, too, stood up in, 
th e sleigh w ith 
a revolver 
in each 
hand and blazed a w ay at her punnier* 
W h en Edward Biddle fell, and sh e saw 
sh e w a s about to be captured she fired' 
a bullet Into her breast. 
An ex a m in a ­ 
tion by p h ysician s sh o w s that sh e will 
recover, as the bullet w as deflected by i 
her corset, and th e wound is co m p ara­ 
tively slight. 
Edward Biddle got a bullet In the 
right 
breast 
w h ich penetrated 
the 
lung, and which will probably end his 
life. 
John Biddle m ay recover, his w ounds 
though num erous, failing to reach a
